A COAL MERGER 


Soft coal operators are beginning to 
get 
together, as hard coal operators did 
y ear- 
ago. 
Plans are going forward for 
the conso-j 
lidation of 145 bituminous 
mines in Indiana, 
under a $6 ,000,000 corporation. 
The operators say they must combine if j 
they ex pect to remain in business. 
At 1 he 
present time the mines in the Indiana field 
are producing only one-third of their cap a­ 
city . 
The idea is not big p rodu ction bu t the 
suiting of op eration to m arket conditions by 
producing as much as is wanted, when aim 
where it is wanted. 
Many mines wou ld be 
closed until they were needed. 
This should be better than the old, chao* e 
situation, in which mines were ru shed p art 
of the time and idle the rest, with ru inou sly 
large ov erhead ex pense, ty ing u p abou t twice 
as mu ch cap ital and labor as were req u ired 
to su p p ly the normal demand. 
Howev er 
miners will be 
up against the p rop osition of 
being idle for long p eriods, or finding other 
kinds of work to do 
in interims. 
There shou ld be many su ch consolidation-, 
p rov ided the op erators p ass along to the p u b­ 
lic its share of the benefits from cheap er p ro­ 
du ction. 
If they do not, the gov ernment may 
hav r to take a hand in the game.
